little compaſs, and diſpatches much buſineſs in little 
time. It is therefore of uſe to catch words not too haſtily 
uttered, and volatile thoughts on the wing before they 
make their eſcape, which gannot be done in common hand 
writipg: By this aftifitial- midwife the pregnant mind is 
delivered by ſhort and eaſy labours. It is a uſeful ſervant 
to the memory. It alfo preſerves a good running hand 
from ruin, much haſty writing being able to ſpoil the beſt; 
therefore moſt men who ſtudy much, write badly; and if 
the productions of their ſtudies chance to be expoſed to 
public view in this hand, they are notwithſtanding, con- 
cealed irom public knowledge.
